Nab, out of office last fall, after he had completed but a.'-pdr- 
tion'of his term, added little to the glory of the party, the ap- 
pointment of Richard A. Steen to fill the position as made yes- 
terday, has much that can be said in commendation.

The fact that this is campaign year and the members of congress 


have been delayed In returning home to look after their political inter- 
ests may indicate that some of .these members, at least, have been con- 
ducting their campaigns by telegraph at public expense. 


The franking privilege applies only to messages pertaining to of- 


ficial business. If any members, therefore, have used the wires for cam- 
paign or other private pusposes they have violated the regulations gov- 
erning the franking privilege. 
Members generally have been warned 


that hereafter any messages not properly coming within the franking 
regulations will be charged to the senders and the costs taken out of the 
latters' salaries. 
. 
. ' . . . . 


Just why this should not be done now was not explained! There is 


no reason why the public .should be forced to pay the cost of messages 
sent by congressmen in efforts to advance their political interests. 


The increase in the number of franked telegrams made it neces- 


sary to insert in the deficiency appropriation bill an item of $67,000 repre- 
senting the difference between the cost of such messages and the esti- 
mate. . Most of the increase, according to Chairman Warren of the ac- 
counts committee, was caused by 80 members. 


If the franking privilege—telegraph by mail—is not to be abolished 


its use ought to be subjected to close scrutiny and violations punished.

And Arkansas farmers didn't forget what happened in 1930. Their 


governor gave them a chance to show that "the people of this state never 
forget a friend," and 20 carloads of hay'and cottonseed meal were pledged 
to be. sent northward to South Dakota. 


Thus the bread which the people of South Dakota cast upon the 


waters is being returned to them. As long as such things happen, we 
know that gratitude and sympathy and neighborliness are not dead and 
that the people of this great'natlon- are always ready to lend a hand to a 
friend who is facing difficulties.

: If claims made by Soviet officials are borne out, the world soon 


may find relief from the gold shortage from which it has been suffer- 
ing."

The production of gold in Russia, according to M. Serebrovsky, 


chief of the gold industries, already surpasses that of both the United 
States and Canada and is second only to that of the Transvaal. Pro- 
duction last year had increased to 100,000,000 gold rubles, which would 
be more than $100,000,000 at the present official rate . of exchange. 
It 


represents twice the annual production before the revolution. The Amer- 
ican output last year was 545,877,085, while Canada produced $63,061,- 
106 and the Transvaal $238,936,062. 


Gold-mining methods in the Soviet union have been greatly im- 


proved In recent years. One of the drawbacks to increased production 
is lack of transportation facilities, but these can be provided. Officials 
indicate It will be done. 


If Russia's gold resources are as great as claimed by the mining 


industries chief, the Soviet would seem to have at hand an effective an- 
swer to the foreign credit blockade. It remains to be seen how the claims 
pan out.

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POSTMASTER STEEN 
f 
HILH the political practice used by the Democratic adminis­ 
tration in ripping the Republican postmaster, Lake S.- Mac- 
Nab, out of office last fall, after he had completed but a p or­ 
tion’of his term, added little to the glory of the party, the ap­ 
pointment of Richard A. Steen to fill the position as made yes­ 
terday, has much that can be said in commendation. 
Mt. Steen’s 26 years of good service in the post office here 
are given fitting recognition in the appointment. 
Certainly, if 
any man is qualified for appointment as postmaster, it is one 
who has a record of excellent service for over a quarter of a 


century in the postal work. 
The appointment of Mr. Steen will meet with general favor 
in the city. 
His record as acting postmaster for some months 
past has been excellent, and there is every reason to look for a 
continued efficient and capable m anagem ent of the New Castle 
post office and postal affairs here under his supervision. 
While the nomination has only been sent to the senate for 
confirmation, the fact that Mr. Steen has been nominated by 
the president leaves no doubt as to his approval. 


THE PUBLIC PAYS 
In noting in the report of the house accounts committee an item 
of $113,000 representing the cost of telegrams sent by members under 
the telegraph franking privilege one is led to wonder what caused such 
a great increase in the number of such messages. 
The total last year 
was only $50,000. 
The fact that this is campaign year and the members of congress 
have been delayed in returning home to look after their political inter­ 
ests may indicate that some of these members, at least, have been con­ 
ducting their campaigns by telegTaph at public expense. 
The franking privilege applies only to messages pertaining to of­ 
ficial business. If any members, therefore, have used the wires for cam­ 
paign or other private pusposes they have violated the regulations gov­ 
erning the franking privilege. 
Members generally have been warned 
that hereafter any messages not properly coming within the franking 
iegulations will be charged to the senders and the costs taken out of the 
latters’ salaries. 
Just why this should not be done now was not explained. There is 
no reason why the public should be forced to pay the cost of messages 
sent by congressmen in efforts to advance their political interests. 
The increase in the number of franked telegrams made it neces­ 
sary to insert in the deficiency appropriation bill an item of $67,000 repre­ 
senting the difference between the cost of such messages and the esti­ 
mate. Most of the increase, according to Chairman Warren of the ac­ 
counts committee, was caused by 80 members. 
If the franking privilege—telegraph by mail—is not to be abolished 
its use ought to be subjected to close scrutiny and violations punished. 


THEY CAST THEIR BREAD UPON THE WATERS 
Four years ago a terrible drought struck the state of Arkansas. 
The farmers of that section were “up against it” in no uncertain man­ 
ner. Crops were ruined. Years of effort went to waste as the hot sun 
beat down upon dry fields. 
Farmers in neighboring South Dakota were moved to sympathy by 
reports of this dry spell; but they went further than being sympathetic. 
They sent carloads of food for people and feed for animals to their 
stricken neighbors. Their first thought was to lend a hand. Plenty wras 
theirs at the moment, and they were willing to share it. 
Today, shipments of hay and other provender have been sent 
from Arkansas to South Dakota, as the drought situation is reversed 
by the 1934 dry spell. Rain has fallen on parched plains now, it is true; 
but much damage has already been done! South Dakota farmers are in 
want. 
And Arkansas farmers didn’-t forget what happened in 1930. Their 
governor gave them a chance to show that “the people of this state never 
forget a friend,” and 20 carloads of hay and cottonseed meal were pledged 
to be sent northward to South Dakota. 
Thus the bread which the people of South Dakota cast upon the 
waters is being returned to them. 
As long as such things happen, we 
knowr that gratitude and sympathy and neighborliness are not dead and 
that the people of this great nation are always ready to lend a hand to a 
friend who is facing difficulties.

RUSSIAN GOLD 
If claims made by Soviet officials are borne out, the world soon 
may find relief from the gold shortage from which it has been suffer­ 
ing. 
The production of gold in Russia, according to M. Serebrovsky, 
chief of the gold industries, already surpasses that of both the United 
States and Canada and is second only to that of the Transvaal. 
Pro­ 
duction last year had increased to 100,000,000 gold rubles, which would 
be more than $100.000,600 at the present official rate of exchange. 
It 
represents twice the annual production before the revolution. The Amer­ 
ican output last year was $45,877,085, while Canada produced $63,061,- 
106 and the Transvaal $238,936,062. 
Gold-mining methods in the Soviet union have been greatly im­ 
proved in recent years. 
One of the drawbacks to increased production 
is lack of transportation facilities, but these can be provided. 
Officials 
indicate it will be done. 
If Russia's gold resources are as great as claimed by the mining 
industries chief, the Soviet would seem to have at hand an effective an­ 
swer to the foreign credit blockade. It remains to be seen how the claims 
pan out.

POSTMASTER STEEN 


W 


HILE the political practice used by the Democratic adminis- 
tration in ripping the Republican postmaster, Lake S--Mac- 


Nab, out of office last fall, after he had completed but a por- 
tion of his t*rm, added little to the glory of the part}', the ap- 
pointment of Richard A. Steen to fill the position as made yes- 
terday, has much that can be said in commendation. 


Mt. Steen's 26 years of good service, in the post office here 


are given fitting recognition in the appointment. 
Certainly, if 


any man is qualified for appointment as postmaster, it is one 
who has a record of excellent service for over a quarter of a 
century in the postal work. 


The appointment of Mr. Steen will meet with general favor 


in the city. 
His record as acting postmaster for some months 


past h£s been excellent, and there is every reason to look, for a 
continued efficient and capable management of the New Castle 
post office and postal affairs here under his supervision. 


While the nomination has only been sent to the senate for 


confirmation, the fact that Mr. Steen has been nominated by 
the president leaves no doubt as to his approval. 


THE PUBLIC PAYS 


In noting in the report of the house accounts committee an item 


of $113,000 representing the cost of telegrams sent by members under 
the telegraph franking privilege one is led to wonder what caused such 
u. great increase in the number of such messages. The total last yea- 
was only $50,01)0. 


The fact that this is campaign year and the members of congress 


have been delayed in returning home to look after their political inter- 
ests may indicate that some of these members, at least, have been con- 
ducting their campaigns by telegraph at public expense. 


The franking privilege applies only to messages pertaining to of- 


ficial business. If any members, therefore, have used the wires for cam- 
paign or other private pusposes they have violated the regulations gov- 
erning the franking privilege. Members generally have been warned 
that hereafter any messages not properly coming within the franking 
regulations will be charged to the senders and the costs taken out of the 
latters' salaries. 


Just why this should not be done now was not explained. There is 


no reason why the public should be forced to pay the cost of messages 
sent by congressmen in efforts to advance their political interests. 


The increase in the number of franfced telegrams made it neces- 


sary to insert in the deficiency appropriation bill an item of $67,000 repre- 
senting the difference between the cost of such messages and the esti- 
mate. Most of the increase, according to Chairman Warren of the ac- 
counts committee, was caused by 80 members. 


If the franking privilege—telegraph by mail—is not to be abolished 


its use ought ';o be subjected to close scrutiny and violations punished.

RUSSIAN GOLD 


If claims made by Soviet officials are borne out, the world soon 


may find relief from the gold shortage from which it has been suffer- 
inp. 


The production of gold in Russia, according to M. Serebrovsky, 


chief of the gold industries, already surpasses that of both the United 
States and Canada and is second only to that of the Transvaal. Pro- 
duction last year had increased to 100,000,000 gold rubles, which woul-1 
be more than $100,000,0*00 at the present official rate of exchange. 
It 


represents twice the annual production before the revolution. The Amer- 
ican output last year was $45,877,085, while Canada produced $63,061,- 
106 and the Transvaal S238,936,062. 


Gold-mining methods in the Soviet union have been greatly im- 


proved in recent years. One of the drawbacks to increased production 
is lack of transportation facilities, but these can be provided. 
Officials 


indicate it will be done. 


If Russia's gold resources are as great as claimed by the mining 


industries chief, the Soviet would seem to have at hand an effective an- 
swer to the foreign credit blockade. It remains to be seen how the claims 
pan out.

by the president's emergency coun- 
cil. The provision authorizing Na- 
tional Mortgage associations with 
capita] of not less than $5,000,000 
each was restored.

j matters, that discussions of the strike 
: issue probably would not begin until 
! late this af ternon and that tomor- 
| row William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, would 
be here to address the convention. 


The call for today's convention 


I was ."lor the express purpose of con- 
sidering ways and means to carry 
out the provisions as laid down in 
the seven-point program of action 
adopted by the representatives to 
the 59th annual convention" of the 
Amalgamated held in April. 
That program called for "union 


recognition," among other things. 
Refusal of the steel operators to rec- 
ognize the Amalgamated has precipi- 
tated the present crisis, in the view 
of the union leaders. 


First business transacted by the 


conveation was the calling of the 
roll and the submission of creden- 
tials. 
Joseph E. Dewey, conciliator for 


the United States department of 
labor, arrived at convention hall 
while the session was in progress. 
He made it clear he would be avail- 
able in the event the union leaders 
wanted to hear from him. 


Asked if he would present to the 


delegates President Roosevelt's ten- 
tative labor legislation, Dewey re- 
plied that this is "not necessary as 
the men know what it is." 


The morning session lasted less 


than an hour. They called the roll 
of the April convention. It was dis- 
closed there were about 40 new dele- 
"ates who did not attend the last 
convention who were present at this 
one. 
The names of these men were 


submitted to the credential commit- 
tee.President Tighe then adjourned 
the session until 2:30 o'clock this 
afternoon to permit the committee 
to pass upon the new delegates. 
Tighe said there was little question 
but that all the new delegates would 
be seated.

Value Of First 
Place On Ballot 
Now Questioned 


Old Theory Seems To Be 


Blasted By Returns From 


The Recent Primary 


THOSE WHO HAD 


FIRST PLACE STOOD

HARRISBDEG, June 14.— The 


•value ol first place on the primary 
ballot still remains a 
somewhat 


moot question with unofficial re- 
turns in from last month's primary 
now complete. 


Believers in the theory that first 


place in a state-wide primary 
•worth upwards of 50,000 votes point- 
ed to the vote for superioir court; 
scoffers replied by exhibiting 
the 


Tote for governor. 


In the superior court race, Chief 
Justice Frank M. Trexler and James 
J. Regan, a Philadelphia attorney. 
fought It out alone for the 
GOP 


court nomination. 
Neither cam- 
paigned for votes and yet Regan, a 
political unknown, rolled up a total 
of 
approximately 
221,000 
votes 


Trexler won with more than 700,- 
000 votes. 


Early in the campaign, the gub- 


ernatorial free-for-all, with its 16 
candidates, was considered an even 
better test of the value of first 
place on the ballot, the theory being 
that many voters would become con- 
fused at the sight of so many names 
and put the "X" after the first 
name. 
Yet Louis G. Karzis. a po- 
litical unknown from 
Pittsburgh, 


polled only slightly in excess of 10,- 
000. 


Studying the returns still further, 


first place on the Republican sen- 
atorial ballot for John P. McVarish, 


„ another unknown, availed him lit- 


tle. 
He polled something over 30,- 


000 votes to run last in a field of 
four. 


On the other hand. Vincent A. 


Carroll, who made only a perfunc- 
tory campaign for the Republican 
nomination for lieutenant governor, 
ran fourth -in a field of 14. 
He was 


first on the ballot. 
Regan, first on 


the Democratic ballot, too also made 
a good showing there to finish sec- 
ond ahead of Justice Trexler and 
behind Rep. Chester H. Rhoads, the 
agreed candidate of all Democratic 
factions. 


With the evidence in, those who 


believe that first place on the bal- 
~ots means a vote advantage claim 
,hat in contests which are over- 
shadowed by other more important 
>attles the results show their cause 
to be a proved fact. In last month's 
primary, they point to Regan and 
Carroll. 
Karzis' poor showing they 


jlame upon the fact that the guber- 
natorial primary was a furious af- 
'air which could hardly have failed 
to attract attention from virtually 
every voter, thus lessening the first 
place value. This theory also might 


applied to the McVarish. case. . 
This reasoning, incidentally, has 


proved accurate in ^the .past. In the 
1932 president elections, Frank P. B. 
Thpmpson, a "perennial" candidate, 
rolled up a vote parallel to that of 
Regan in fighting Prank E. Baldwin 
for the Republican nomination for 
auditor general: 
Seventh on the 


ballot last month, Thompson finish- 
ed llth in the race for the GOP 
nomination 
for 
lieutenant gov- 
ernor.

MUST COMPLY SAYS 


RETAIL CODE HEAD 


Marcus Feuchtwanger, local chair- 


man of the national recovery admin- 
istration, has received a copy of the 
regulations necessary in the distri- 
bution of the code eagle for mem- 
bers of the National Retail Code Ad- 
ministration, Inc. 


These regulations are sent to the 


local retail code authority, through 
the N. R. C. A. with the approval 
of the NRA. 


The' letter from R. M. Neustadt, 


managing director of the National 
Retail Code Administration, Inc., 
reads as follows: 


"The code eagle will be distributed 


at once by them on application to 
all who are subject to the retail code 
and whose principal line of business 
-falls within definitions of the retail 
trade. 
Such applications may be 


made in any way, such as letter, 
telegram, telephone, etc. 


"Local retail code associations, ap- 


proved prior to April 1, and who 
have issued their assessment notices 
prior thereto, in the proper form, 
shall by the authority of the ad- 
ministrator of the NRA withhold the 
code- eagle from all who have not 
paid their assessment, and who are, 
therefore, in violation of section 2 
of the retail code. 


"All approved after that date, or 


who have not levied their assessment 
in accordance with approved regula- 
tions of the National Retail Code 
Administration, Inc., prior to April 
1, shall issue the eagle to all who 
apply, but shall, at the same time, 
notify the'applicant as follows": ' 
" 'The code eagle is the insignia 


issued by the United States govern- 
ment as a. mark of compliance with 
the retail code as approved by the 
president under the date of October 
30, 1933, under the authority granted 
by congress' under'the national in- 
dustrial' recovery act.: . It : is the 
property of the United.States gov- 
ernment and will be withdrawn if 
you are found in violation of any 
.provisions of the retail code. 
" 'The expense of administering 


the retail code: Is to be borne by an 
equitable assessment upon all that 
are subject thereto in accordance 
with the approved provision of arti- 
cle 10, section 2 (f) and anyone who 
does not-pay such assessment vio- 
lates article 10, section 2< ff) of the 


' retail code. For such violation, as 


any other violation, the code eagle 
•will be withdrawn upon the recom- 
mendation of the local retail code 
authority of the NBA.' "

When the Oklahoma Territory 


Starting a Mad Race of Ilomeste^ers for Land 


Marcus Feuchtwanger, local chair- 


man of the national recovery admin- 
istration, has received a copy of the 
regulations necessary in the distri- 
bution of the code eagle for mem- 
bers of the National Retail Code Ad- 
ministration, Inc. 


These regulations are sent to the 


local retail code authority, through 
the N. R. c. A. with the approval 
of the NRA. 


The letter from R. M. Neustadt, 


managing directo.: of the National 
Retail Code Administration, Inc., 
reads as follows: 


"The code eagle will be distributed 


at once by them on application to 
all who are subject to the retail code 
and whose principal line of business 
falls within definitions of the retail 
trade. 
Such applications may be 


made in any way. such as letter, 
telegram, telephone, etc. 


"Local retail code associations, ap- 


proved prior to April I, and who 
have issued their assessment notices 
prior thereto, in the proper form, 
shall by the authority of the ad- 
ministrator of the NRA withhold the 
code eagle from all who have not 
paid their assessment, and who are, 
therefore, in violation of section 2 
of the retail code. 


"All 
approved after that date, or 


who have not levied their assessment 
in accordance with approved regula- 
tions of the National Retail Code 
Administration. Inc., prior to April 
1, shall issue the eagle to all who 
apply, but shall, ut the same time, 
notify the applicant as follows: 
" 'The code eagle is the insignia 


issued by the United States govern- 
ment as a mark of compliance with 
the retail code as approved by the 
president under the date of October 
30, 1933, under the authority granted 
by congress under the national in- 
dustrial recovery act. 
It is the 


property of the United States gov- 
ernment and will be withdrawn if 
you are found in violation of any 
.provisions of the retail code. 


'"The expense of administering 


the retail code is to be borne by an 
equitable assessment upon all that 
arc subject thereto in accordance 
with the approved provision of arti- 
cle 10. section 2 (f) and anyone who 
does not pay such assessment vio- 
lates article 10, section 2 (f) of the 
retail code. For such violation, as 
any other violation, the code eagle 
will be withdrawn upon the recom- 
mendation of the local retail code 
authority of the NRA.'"

Fix continued 
to assert that he had no connection 
with the alleged solicitation in the 
internal revenue' office here of funds 
for~. the Pennsylvania 
Democratic 


campaign in last month's primaries. 
He intimated that his enforced res- 
ignation culminated .efforts of Jo- 
seph F. Gufiey, Roosevelt patronage 
dispenser in this state, to get him 
out of office because he refused to 
discharge competent bureau officials 
to make room for political hench- 
men.
